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ROOSEVELT SIGNS 
WAGNER MEASURE 
AS GUIDE TO LABOR 


President ExpressesHope 
That New Law Will Lead 
To More Peaceful Indus- 
trial, Work Relations. 


WASHINGTON, July 5—())— 
President Roosevelt today signed the 
Wagner bill and set the administra- 
ticn ont on its second attempt to 
guide by statute the way of labor 
negotiations. 

Mr. Roosevelt expressed the hope 
that the new law—enacted after the 
supreme court’s knock-out of section 
7-A of the national recovery act— 
would lead to more peaceful indus- 
tria! relations, but he added this cau- 
tious note: 

“It may eventually eliminate one 
maior cause of labor disputes, but it 
will noc stop all labor disputes.” 

In the statement accompanying his 
signature, the President said the act 
“does not cover all industry and la- 
bor, but is applicable only when vio- 
latior. of the legal right of independ- 
eut self-organization would burden or 
obstruct interstate commerce.” 


In that clause of the act, many ma-. 


jor industries are expected to base 
their fight against féderal supervision 
of their labor relations. Steel, auto- 
mobiles and rubber, among others, are 
rreparing.to test the measure’s con- 
stitutionality, as applied to them, in 
the courts. They contend that manu- 
focturing is not interstate commerce, 
and that the federal government has 
no right to say how their labor rela- 
tions should be handled. 
New Labor Board. 

The act creates a new national la- 
bo. relations board of three members, 
makes employer-interference with em- 
pleye organization in any form an 
unfair labor practice, orders employ- 
ers to deal with the labor organiza- 
tion representing their employes, and 
gives the labor organization chosen 


by «a majority of the employes in a 
plant the right to speak for all the 
employes.

DETROIT, July 5.—Up in the sky 
there, we believed we were going to 
die together—just because of the lit- 
tle joke Frederick Cardoni thought he 
was playing for his family and the 
crowd that packed the field. They 
tell me he ran out and grapped the 
tilt-top rope just to get a lift of a few 
feet when I left the ground. I first 
saw him at about 75 feet. He yelled 
to me and I] was startled to hear a 
voice so close. 

“Hey! Hey!” he said, and when I 
looked at him he was half smiling. 
I went cold all over. We were up a 
hundred feet and going faster. 

“What the hell are you doing 
here?” I asked him, so angry I could 
hardly yell. He had grabbed my tilt 
rope—the rope that dangles from the 
top of the balloon and is used to tilt 
it upside down to empty it of hot 
air. I knew we were see-sawing up 
there, with his weight likely to spill 
the air any moment. It would have 
been .all over fast, then. 

He was hanging just opposite me, 


slightly below, and about 15 feet out. 
I was hanging directly under the bag, 
with one leg through the looped rope 
I ride before I let go for my para- 
chute jump. When I let go that loop- 
ed rope, the eight-pound sandbag on 
the end of the rope he was riding 
tips the balloon and the air rushes 
out, permitting the weight to carry 
the bag straight down to earth. I 
looked up and the balloon was tilted 
far over on its side from his weight. 

We were 1,500 feet up. I looked 
over at him, hanging by his hands 
and with his feet spread out loosely. 
He looked down and he was fright- 
ened. 

“What'll I do now?” he asked. 

“Hang on, skin the cat, you'll be 
safe,” I told him. “Wrap your leg 
around the rope under you and get 
the strain off your hands.” , 

He kicked a little, but didn’t 
very hard. 

“Try!” I yelled. 
You've got us in a ewell jam. 
can't cut loose, now.” 

M Still Going Up. 

If I'd cut loose wih my chute, his 
weight would have tipped the bag and 
that would have been the end for him. 
We were now 2,000 feet up, and, when 
I looked at the bag, I saw the hot air 
was cooling and the bag beginning to 
deflate. We were still going up, 2,500 
feet or more. 

“I can’t hang on much longer,” he 
said. 

“You’ve got to,” I said. “Wrap 
that loose rope around your leg or 
your body, just swing it with your 
hands.” 

“God, my hands are getting numb,” 
was all he said. ,

HOPKINS REDUCES. 
WPA WORK MONTH 
10 140-HOURLIMT 


Exceptions Are Confined 

to Emergencies Involv- 
ing Public Health or 
Protection of Projects. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.— (2) — 
Harry L. Hopkins today reduced the 
maximum hours of labor on Works 
Progress Administration projects to 
140 a month, a figure only a little 
more than the PWA schedule. 

When $19 to $94 work relief wage 
scales were announced recently, max- 
imum hours were placed at 40 a 
week, or 180 a month. 

Hopkins ordered a maximum of 
eight ours a day and 70 in any 
semi-monthly period. He made an ex- 
ception, however, “in the case of an 
emergency involving the public wel- 
fare o> the protection of the work al- 
ready done -n a project,” and in ex- 
ceptional cases where it would not 
be “feasible or practical’ to limit 
hours to 140 a month. 

The PWA maximum was continued 
by Hopkins at 130 a month, with cler- 
ical employes to work eight hours a 
day and 40 a week. 

No reason for the action was given 
by Hopkins, who reiterated that the 
wages would be in the nature of a 
salary with no deductions because of 


time lest on account of weather. De- 
ductions, however, will be made be- 
cause of time lost on voluntary ab- 
sence, illness, completion or post- 
ponement of the project or permanent 
dismissal. 

Presilent Roosevelt’s approval of 
an allotment of $97,500,000 of work 
relief funds for maintenance and ex- 
pansion o” the Civiliian Conserva- 
tion Corps in the first quarter of the 
fiscal year, which began July 1, was 
announced jater in the day. 

This brought to $319,234,000 the 
total set aside for CCC activities. 

Under the work relief program the 
enrolled strength of the CCC is to 
be increased from 353,000 to 600,000. 
The number of forest, park and soil 
erosion scamps is to be increased from 
1,640 to 2,916. In addition, approxi- 
mately 4,400 men will be enrolled 
in forest ant parks camps in Hawaii, 
Alaska, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. Enrollment of the men need- 
ed to bring the corps to peak strength 
will begin July 15. 


FREE SPEECH BAN 
UHARGED TO IGKES 


He Is Accused of Muz- 
zling Employes in Effort 
To Direct Conservation. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—(A)— 
The perennial dispute over who'll run 
the forest service. was revived today 
with an exchange of epithets between 
Secretary Ickes—who at least is re- 
ceptive to the idea of taking charge 
—and H. H. Chapman, president of 
the Society of American foresters. 

Chapman, a Yale professor, first 
entered the fray last month after 
Ickes pushed a bill which would au- 
thorize concentration in the interior 
Department of Conservation activities 
now centered in the agriculture de- 
partment. 

Today Chapman, in a letter, said 
that “the ability of heads of federal 
departments to muzzle public employes 


even in other departments does not 
yet extend to professional societies.” 
These, he said, do not “intend to be 
browbeaten or coerced into silence or 
acquiescence.” 

Irked by Chapman’s attitude, Ickes 
even hinted the statement really was 
written by “certain interests” in 
Washington. But what really made 
him angry was the way Chapman had 
called the roll of recent interior sec- 
retaries starting off with Albert F-ll. 
who served a prison term for his part

71,000 Jobless 
Io Be Given Work 


On Huge Program 


GREATER ATLANTA 
TOGET $7,350,000 
FROM WPA FUNDS 


Largest Item, for Sewers, 
Contingent on Passage 
of $1,000,000 Bond Issue. 
3,000 To Be Given Jobs. 


Inauguration of a $7,350,000 pro- 
gram of public works for Atlanta 
and Fulton and DeKalb counties to 
give jobs to 5,000 unemployed wus 
approved yesterday in_ allocations 
made under the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration in Washington. 

The largest development of the pro- 
gram, however—that of modernization 
of the sanitary sewer system of the 
metropolitan district at a total cust 
of $5,978,218—hinges on the success 
of a $1,000,000 sewer bond election on 
which Atlantans will be asked to 
vote. 

Atlanta and Fulton and DeKalb 
counties are asked to put up a total 
of only $1,430,831 for consummation 
of the entire sewer program, including 
sewers and scores of other undertak- 
ings. : 

R. L. MacDougall. state engineer 
for FERA and WPA, last night as- 
serted that ‘the federal allocation for 
sewers is contingent on the city and 
county contributions, and that if the 
bonds fail the allocation will be 
withdrawn. He urged an early vote 
on the bonds in order that the sewer 
program may be begun as soon as 
possible. 

Hansell Gratified. 

Assistant Chief of Construction 
William A. Hansell, in charge of 
sewers, was gratified over the alloca- 
tion for sewers, 

“That means that the feedral gov- 
ernment is now ready to proceed,” 
Hansell asserted. “All we have to 
do is to get up $1,000,000 to complete 
the sewer system. It is almost un- 
believable. I-am most happy that 
the federal government has come to 
the aid of the city and the citizens 
of Atlanta and will stand so much of 
the expense of the efforts to provide 
an adequate sewer system and to 
end nuisances.” 

Runways at Airport. 

The second largest allocation com- 
ing to Atlanta is a total of $344,654 
for construction of asphalt runways 
at Candler field. The city is asked 
to provide only $17,964 for this proj- 
ect. When completed the field will 
be second to none in this section of 
the country, MacDougall said. 

Grady hospital, city schools, city 
buildings, Carnegie library, Fulton 
county schools, Georgia Tech stadium 
repairs and many other items are in- 
eluded in the list.

Georgia's $10,256,603 initial pro- 
gram under the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration was announced yesterday 
in Washington by the National Emer- 
gency Council. The program will get 
under way July 15, absorbing 21,983 
persons from the rolls of the FERA, 
it was said last night by Miss Gay 
B. Shepperson, WPA administrator. 

The works program, which has been 
approved by the President, includes 
881 Georgia projects, a list of which 
was made public by the emergency 
council, Under the program the gov- 
ernment will contribute $10,256,603 
and an additional $3,312,268 will be 
put up by project sponsors. 

The approved projects cover every 
county in Georgia and take in prac- 
tically every city, town and village 
in the state. Their cost ranges from 
the millions for Aflanta’s sewer sys- 
tem on down to as little as $25. 

Heading the list of projects is $4,- 
599,079 for sewers and sewage disposal 
plants for Atlanta. The city and Ful- 
ton county must match this with $1,- 
375,000 for materials. Work will not 
be started on -the project until the 
city and colunty funds are made avail- 
able through a bond issue. 

Airport Improvements. 

Ranking next on the list is $326,- 
590 for improvement of: Candler field, 
and work on it will commence on July 
15, which is the date set for launch- 
ing of the new works program, accord- 
ing to Miss Shepperson. The city will 
add $17,964 to the airport allotment 
and has already made provision for 
doing so. 

With the inauguration of the $10,- 
256,603 program, a total of 3000 
heads of families will be removed from 
the relief rolls of Fulton county. 

All preliminary plans for the 881 
projects have been drawn, and the in- 


tervening period between now and 
July 15 will be spent in providing nec- 
essary materials and certifying names 
from the National Re-employment 
Office. In that way everything will 
be in readiness to commence actual 
work on the designated day on prac- 

tically all of the projects, it was said. 

The shift of workers from relief to 
work projects will more than double 
the incomes of the workers. Under 
the present setup, relief workers have 
been paid with food and rent vouch- 
ers. Under the WPA, the workers 
will be paid in cash and will receive 
salaries ranging from $19 per month 
on up to $75 per month, depending 
upon the type of work and the county 
in which it is being done. Average 
budgets under the FERA have been 
about $14 per month. 

All Idle to Get Jobs. 

All of Georgia's 71,000 unemployed 
will be absorbed by August 15 on the 
projects announced yesterday and oth- 
er types of projects, Miss Shepperson 
announced. The names of these job- 
less persons have sent to the -re-em- 
ployment office by the FERA, and

speedily to decide her unusual case. 
Two of the jurors are women. 

Half a dozen veniremen said they 
already had formed an opinion. One 


blurted out that, from what he had. 
heard, he believed the 19-year-old wife | 


of Kidnaper Harmon M. Waley guilty.

LONDON, July 5.—(#)—Great 
Britain, obviously relieved to yield the 
spotlight in the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
troversy to the United States, took 
advantage of the breather thus afford- 
ed today to seek to dissipate French 
and Italian suspicions aroused by her 
peace efforts.

sions to Italy that yo placate Il 
Duce—the foreign office welcome 
Ethiopia’s latest appeal to Washing- 


ton. 
League Endangered. 

(An Ethiopian note delivered to the 
American charge d’affairs at Addis 
Ababa Thursday asked the United 
States to seek some way to force 
Italy to observe her obligations under 
the Kellogg Pact outlawing war, sign- 
ed at Paris in 1928.) 

The office was reported planning 
to use it preparing for next week's 
commons debate and trying to check 
France’s drift toward Italy by con- 
vincing Premier Pierre Laval of the 
urgency of collective action to save 
the League of Nations. | 

A lid of secrecy on Britain’s fu- 
ture actions was clamped on tighter 
than ever, however, as result of the 
hornet’s nest stirred up in the for- 
eign press and the house of commons 
by Britain’s policy. Officials empha- 
sized that only through such joint 
conversations as those going on in 
Paris could solution of the difficult 
and delicate problem be reached. A 
long peridi of detailed examination 
of the whole question must be ex- 
pected, it was stated. 

France Must Assist. 

Expression of this view was taken 
as plain warning to France that she 
was expected to assist in working 
out the solution, and as indication 
that Britain hopes thus to give up 
the long-handed gape which the lo- 
cal press has attacked as “pulling 
chestnuts out of the fire for the 
league.” 

While no further missions to the 
continent are contemplated now, the 
government will attempt to Win over 
the commons to halt attacks from the 
rear so that united support will back 
her plea for collective action. 

A denial was issued in aufhorita- 
tive quarters of reports from Rome 
that numerous British counselors were 
in Ethiopia. The only British ad- 
visor there resigned March 4, 1934, 
it was. stated, although Belgium, 
American, Swédish and Greek ad- 
visors continue there. 


SELASSIE AGAIN DENIES 
WAR:IKL INTENTIONS 

ADDIS ABABA, July 5.—(/)—Enm- 
peror aile Selassie, his hope of 
preventing war with Italy now rest- 
ing upon the Kellogg pact and the 
United States, today denied having 
aggressive intentions against any 
neighboring country. 

A special article he wrote. for the 
Associated Press declared his nation 
was willing to collaborate with any 
nation for peace, provided Ethiopia’s 
independence and integrity were nol 
threatened. 

Admitting the country needs an out- 
let to the sea, the emperor said “We 
shall obtain it by agreement with 
one another of our neighbors by ordi- 
nary diplomatic means,” not by war. 


DOCTOR ORDERS AUTHOR 
OF PACT TO BE SILENT 

ROCHESTER, Minn., July 5.—(/) 
Physicians for Frank B. Kellogg, 
World Court justice and co-author © 
the Kellogg-Briand pact, in a hospital 
here today undergoing periodic exami- 
nation, declined to permit him to dis- 
cuss outside matters. 

While his physicians emphasized 
that his visit to the hospital was of 
a routine nature, they refused to per- 
mit him to discuss Ethiopia’s appeal 
to the United States to intervene in 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute under 
terms of the Kellogg pact.

On the twelfth day of the month of 
Quintilis, more than 20 centuries ago, 
a child was born in a well-known Ro- 
man family. He was called Gaius 
Julius Caesar, and he became the ruler 
of Rome. 

Among the things which Caesar did 
was to reform the calendar, so that 
people would count time more closely 
according to the changes of sean. 
After the calendar change, the Ro- 
mans gave a different name to the 
month Quintilis. They called it “Jul- 
ius” in honor of Caesar, and in our 
language the month bears the memory 
of this man, though we speak of it as 
“July.” 

The olden Anglo-Saxons used to 
call July by two names, one meaning 
hay-month, the other mead-month:;: but 
we do not follow the Anglo-Saxon in 
month names. The Romans gave us 
the name of every month from Jan- 
uary to December. . 

Many famous persons were born in 
July. Among the authors weré@ Alex- 
ander Dumas and his son of the same 
name, but known as “the Younger;” 
William Makepeace Thackeray, Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne and Henry D. 
Thoreau. 

July-born artists include Rem- 
brandt, Reynolds and Corot, and relig- 
ious leaders are Cardinal Mazarin, 
John Calvin and Mary Baker Eddy. 


Elias Howe, who did much to bring 
forth the sewing machine; Henry 
Ford, and John D. Rockefeller are 
others who came into the world dur- 
ing July. 

In South America no list of fa- 
mous July folk would seem complete 
without mention of Simon Bolivar, 
and we of the northerly parts should 
think of him as well, for he is a world 
figure. 

Bolivar was born in Caracas, a city 
in Venezuela. At the time of his 
birth. more than a century and a half 
azo, Venezuela was under the power of 
Spain, along with much of the rest of 
South Amerca. 

Bolivar was a member of a wealthy 
family. After spending years in study 
abroad, and after a visit to the Unit- 
ed States, he returned to his home and 
took part in a revolt against Spain. 
At last a republic was set up under 
the name of Colombia, but including 
the land of present-day Venezuela. Bol- 
ivar became the first president. Later 
he helped other Spanish colonies to 
obtain freedom from Spain. One of the 
new republics was given the name of 
Bolivia in his honor.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—(4)—The 
senate interstate commerce committee 
was given a list of 18 important rail- 
roads whose financial structure and 
banking affiliations it is to investi- 
gate. 

The list was sent to Senator Wheel- 
er, chairman of the committee, by Jos- 
eph B. Eastman, federal co-ordinator 
of transportation, whom the senate 
had directed to select the roads.
